Miilie Christine is a natural pkenomenon, born 
of healthy slave parents on the plantation of 
Alexander McCoy, near Whiteville, Columbus 
County, N. C., July 11. 1851. She, it, or they, 
consists of two heads, four arms, four legs, 
and one body. The two sections are 
joined together about half way down 
the spinal column. from thence 
to the base of the pelvis being but one body with 
an apparently double spinal chord, the column 
branching out into two perfectly formed hips, 
and legs, and two others slightly shorter. The 
physicians present made several interesting ex- 
periments which went to show a curious state of 
single and yet dual consciousness. One dead 
can instantly recognize a touch on the foot be- 
longing.to the other, but can experience no sen- 
sation when the hand is touched. This goes to 
show that below the point of jointure the two 
bodies are as one, while above they are distinct. 
They have two hearts, lungs, and stoni- 
achs, but the intestinal organs are ei- 
dently one. Each mouth takes and relishes 
food and eating by one will not diminish the 
hunger.of the other, but it was believed by some 
of the physicians that food given to one would 
sustain life in both. There are two lower limbs 
on which the girl can walk, the other two being 
slightly shortee and serving as mere aids to loco- 
motion. The bodies are joined together at an 
angle of about fifteen degrees, and walking is 
done easily and with a not unpleasant motion. 
The Pulses do not beat together, and one head 
cannot control the feet belonging to the other. 
The jointure is not a mere ligature, but it is an 
actual growing together, The body is compact, 
and the double spinal column can be easily 
telt with the hand at the point of 
junction. The shoulders, beads, arms, and busts 
are perfectly and symmetrically developed. The 


subject was in good health and tully grown, al- 


though very short. The features of the faces 
are of the typical African type, and present no 
peculiar characteristics. The modst marvelous 
thing about the phenomenon is that it is nota 
monstrosity. The double body is not disagree- 
able, and the beads are intelligent and interest- 
ing in appearance. They conversed with differ- 
ent persons and in different languages. They 
sang a duet, one singing a good soprano and the 
other as good a contralto. They are pos- 
sessed of a high degree of intelligence, 
and converse with :-vivacity and acute 
knowledge of their various symptoms. 
A pieasurable sensation in one produces much 
the same feeling in the other, although the lat- 
ter remains ignorant of its cause. They dance 
with exquigit grace, and seem to enjoy it. Thoy 
bave the same tastes, but often read different 
books. They generally sicep at the same time, 
but one often is awake when the other is asleep. 
They speak five languages excellently. Conver- 
sations were carried on with different persons 
yesterday and on widely differeut subjects, and, 
though listening to each qpher, they acted as two 
ditferent persons.

AN ACTION OF TORT. 


The Supreme Court of Massachusetts 
Decides the Case of Forbes et al. vs. 
The Boston & Lowell Mailroad Com- 
pany. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuna. 
Boston, Mass., July 3.—In the Supreme Ju- 
dicial Court today the case of John M. Forbes et 
al. vs. The Boston & Lowell Railroad Company 
was called. This was an action of tort in two 
courts to recover damages for the alleged con- 


version of a lot of corn and a lot of wheat by the 


defendants, andithas now been decided that 
the plaintiffs are entitled to recover asum equal 
to the market value of the corn described in the 
first count, less freight, with interest thereon 
from the time of conversion. Upon the count 
for the conversion of the corn it ap- 
pears that on or about Oct. 20, 1879, 
Gallup, Clark & Co., grain dealers, in response 
to an order from Foster & Co. forwarded to Bos- 
ton fifty car-loads of corn. Upon the shipping 
of the corn a bill of lading was issued by which 
it was consigned to the order of Gallup, Clark & 
Co. at Boston. Gallup, Clark & Co. drew a draft 
upos Foster & Co. for the price of the corn, at- 
tached it toa billof lading, and forwarded both to 
the Tremont National Bank of Boston on Oct. 24, 
1879. Foster & Co. paid the bank the amount of 
the draft, and the draft and bill of lading were 
delivered to them, Immediately upon detain- 
ing the draft and bill of lading Foster & Co. in- 
dorsed them to the plaintiffs as security for an 
advance then made by piaintif€ to the full 
amount of the draft, and they have since held 
them. The corn mentioned in the bill of lading 
was received and transferred by the defendants, 
arriving in Boston on Oct. 30, 1879. it remained 
in its cars until Dec. 12, 1879, when, by orders of 
Foster & Co., it was shipped on board of 
a vossel for Cork and exported to Ireland. Foster 
& Co. did not produce and present to 
defendants the bill of lading, but represented 
that it wasin their possession. The Court say 
that upon these facts it is clear that * the 
transfer of the draft and bill of lading by Foster 
& Co. to plaintiffs the title and property in the 
corn passed to pinintiffs. In regard to the con- 
version, the defendants took the risk of Foster’s 
trathfulness. The rescript seut down in the 
case is as follows: “ Thetransfer of the bill of 
lading transferred the piaintiffs’ property in the 
corn and in the wheat. The delivery of the corn 
to Foster & Co. wasa violation of the defend- 
ant's contract and duty, and was a conversion. 
Under the usage proved the delivery of the 
wheat to Foster & Co. was rightful and was oot 
a conversion at the time of the conversion of 
the corn. The whole interest of the a 
was the value of the corn less thefreight.

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THE RAILROADS. 


Another Trunk-Line Scheme for 
Extorting Additional 
Rates. 

‘ 
A Man-Catcher for Railway Cars 
: A Device Worthy of 
Trial. 


Excellent Practical Workings of the Great 
Benevolent Scheme of the Balti- 
more & Ohio, 


How the Eastern Trunk Lines Manage 
to Increase Their Revenues—This 
Time They Call It Equalization of 
Terminal Charges on Grain at Sea- 
board Cities. 


Both freight and passenger rates on the trunk 


lines are now so bigh that it would be a rather 
hazardous and unpopular proceedmg to still 
further advance the figures. Still the insatiable 
trunk-ling magnates constantly find means by 
which they are adding to their revenues,and com- 
pel shippers to pay increased charges. Only a 
few days ago a scheme was revealed by which 
they meant to increase passenger rates to the 
East from $1 to $5, according to the accommoda- 
tions furnished. Previous to this they gave no- 
tice to their Western connections that they would 
no longer participate in the payment of drayage, 
switching, and other expenses incurred at 
Western points, but will invariably charge their 
full proportion of the full rates, thus making 
either the Western roads or the Western suip- 
pers stand the expenses in transferring the 
freight to the Eastern lines. At the same time 
orders were issued that no inducements of any 
kind, such as free passes or other privileges, 
should be granted to shippers hereafter. 

They have just now consummated another 
scheme by whieh they will add to their revenue 
on export business going through elevators. 

Heretofore the vievator charges made at the 
various seaboard points differed greatiy. Some 
of the roads made a slight charge while other 
roads charged nothing, as the elevators are 
ali owned by the railroads. and were 
built for he purpose ot facili- 
tatme the transfer of business from 
the cars to the steamers. The New York Cen- 
tral has always charged three cents for terminal 
expenses from their Western connections to re- 
pay it for the expenses incurred in transferring 
the business. Other roads have charged smalier 
amounts, and one or two made no charge 
whatever. Now, on the plea of securing ter- 
minai charges on grain at the Atlantic seaboard 
cities, the trunk lines have agreed to charge one 
apd one-quarter ,cents per busbelon grain for 
elevating, weighing, spouting to sbips, and ten 
days’ storage, but no action has been taken todo 
away with the charges beretofore made to com- 
pensate them for terminal expenses. Thus the 
new charge, instead of equalizing the terminal

Ata ogy: of the Trunk-Line Executive 
Committee beid June 28, 1882, at which the 
Grand Trunk, New York Central, New York, 
Lake Erie & Western, Pennsylvania, Baltimore 
& Onio, Central, Vermont, Fitchburg, Boston & 
Albany, and New York & New Engiand Railroad 
Companies were represented, the following reso- 
lutions were unanimously adopted: 

First—That until otherwise agreed the charges 
On grain starting from the West on or after 
July 10, 1872, and delivered direct from elevator 
at ton, New York, Philadeiphia, and Bulti- 
more shall be one and one-quarter cents per 
bushel for elevating, weighing, spouting to ship, 
and ten days’ storage. 

Second—That on grain delivered otherwise 
than direct from elevators at Boston the charges 
for elevating, lighterage, etc. (exclusive of trim- 
ming), shall not be less than one and one-quar- 
ter cents per bushel. But at New York the 
present system in regard tosuch graiu shall re- 
main in effect, and at Philadelphia and Baliti- 
more the charge, including deliyery on board of 
vessels and trimming, shall be the same as at 
New York. 

Third—That in making through rates to points 
beyond the seaboard ports from common 
points West there shall be added to the railroad 
and ocean charges one and one-quarter cents 
per bushel to be shown on bill of lading, which 
charges shall cover the above-named work and 
not include the cost of trimming. 


A Mian-Catcher for Rallway-Cars. 

On the 23d of May last there was issued to M. 
H. Landers, of San Francisco, Cal., a patent on 
an attachment to rallway- cars, whether street- 
carsin cities or steam- cars traveling over the 
country at rapid speed, designed to prevent a 
pefson getting under the wheels who may have 
slipped while trying to jump on or off, and any 
part of his body or limbs having fallen seross 
the track in front of the wheelof a moving car. 
It is somewhat of a plow-shaped device and en- 
velopes the larger part of the wheel. It is made 
of stout plates of sheet-iron hung from the axle- 
boxes with a plow-sbaped surface in front of tne 
tread of the wheel. When an obstacle isin the 
way it falis automatically down toand slides 
along the surface of the rail, thereby 
shutting out and casting aside what 
would otherwise be certain to pass under 
the wheelof the car. This accomplished, it is 
raised to its original position above the track 
(usually about an Inch) by means of springs for 
the purpose, and is ready for the next emer- 
gency of its use. It is simpie and of few parts. 
It can be quickly adjusted or removed, aud the 
expense will be quite moderate. It is to be 
painted and ornamented to correspond with the 
rest of the car. This novel device bas been 
tested by the inventor on a full-sized car, and 
has, it is asserted, accomplished all that is 
claimed for it, and is an improvement that rall- 
way people in general and the public in partic- 
ular will be glad to bear of and see in active op- 
eration asa preserver of life and limb from 
railway accidents.

The strikers ap- 
pear to be confident of the justice of their 
cause and of the ultimate necessities of the 
transportation co ies. The new schedule 
of freight rates goes into effect today, and the 
protests of business-men and the rd of 
Trade against the, advanced prices are not 
heeded. The railway companies are certainly 
carrying matters witha bigh hand. While they 
oppress their workingmen and biggie over the 
payment of a paltry advance demanded in their 
wages, they combine to extort from the mer- 
chants of New York higher rates of freight than 
those now paid. it is not pretended that there 
is any additional cost inthe local handling of 
freight; but the strikers, not unreasonably, ar- 
gue that tife new rates charged for the term be- 
ginning today should be based on an advanced 
rate of wages for the freight-handlers. The 
railway managers have contrived to bring upon 
themselves a vast amount of popular odium. 
Just now they are receiving the *left-banded 
blessines of the men who turaish them with 
freight and tune men who hendle it. , .

THE DAY WE CELEBRATE. 

The Fourth of July in, the city and the 
Fourth of July in the country are two very 
different days. Much of the old-fashioned 
patriotic celebration still prevails in the rural 
districts, The people of a township, or 
county, or certain region agree upon a 
rendezvous. Some local elocutionist is se- 
lected to read the Declaration of Independ- 
ence with an intonation and emphasis which 
would have astonished John Hancock and 
the other venerable signers of that document. 
Some prominent politician (non-resident 
preferred) is engaged to contribute enough 
flowery rhetoric and well-rounded periods to 
fillup an hour or so. An opening prayer and 
closing bénediction begin and end the formal 
observance of the Nation’s natal day. The 
incidents of the day (whether the parade of 


| militia, the booming of cannon, or fireworks 


at night) depend upon the resources of the 
community in which the celebration occurs. 
In all cases, however, there is a reunion of 
neighbors to preserve the historical features 
of the occasion, which, it is to be hoped, may 
be handed down a long line of generations. 
In the city, on the contrary, the patriotic sen- 
timent which attached originally to this 
National holiday seems almost wholly to have 
There is simply a popular 
respit from work. Women generally remain 
indoors to avoid accidents on the streets and 
to keep an eye as far as possible on the small 
boys of the family. The men seek outdoor 
amusements. The Fourth of July in the 
metropolis is the harvest-day for the races, 
the base-ball matches, the professional picnic, 
the lake excursions on rickety little steamers, 
the circus, and the manifold diversions which 
are improvised to secure a dollar a head from 
the victinis. When the weather is unfavor- 
able for outdoor sports the theatres come 
in for the lion’s share of the holiday spend- 
ings. It is a day which is voted a bore by 
those who are not especially in need of holl- 
days, and enjoyed by the masses according 
to individual inclination, without bestowing 
a single thought on the event which de- 
queathed to them this annual jollification. 
There is just one feature of a patriotic nat- 
ure left to the celebration of the Fourth ot 
July in the city. It is the firecracker and its 
explosive attendants. Much as it is to be 
desired that the memories of the Declaration 
of Independence should be cherished in the 
minds of the people, itis none the less de- 
plorable that a more civilized and a more in- 
telligent symbol of liberty cannot be discov- 
ered than that turnished by the miniature 


torpedo, the toy pistol, and the noisy and 


dangerous gimcracks which make the day 
hideous. The waste of money and the loss 
of life incident to the Fourth-of-July cele- 
brations in the large cities of this country 
scarcely find a compensation in the assumed 
perpetuation of the popular love of liberty. 
The American people ought to advance be- 
yond the low level of mere noise as an in- 
centive to patriotism. The principle is pre- 
cisely the same as that which makes the gong 
an essential instrument in leading the Chi- 
nese to battle. 

The idea that American youth on one day of 
the year are entitled toa license to wound, and 
maim,and kill themselves and others, to fright- 
en horses in the streets and cause runaways, 
to set fire to houses and destroy other people's 
property, is a relic of an inferior civilization. 
Yet this notion is so deeply rooted in tradi- 
tion as to secure defense from many people 
who ought to condemn it, and even to break 
down and set aside the Jaws which are 
framed to eradicate it. In despotic Govern- 
ments similar days, like the féte-day of Na- 
poleon undér the French Empire, are 
celebrated in great magnificence at 
the public expense. Vast illuminations 
elaborate pyrotechnic displays are 
organized to amuse the populace. Such an 
expenditure of public money under our Gov- 
ernment would be properly condemned as 
extravagant and demoralizing. As a matter 
of fact, however, thése public displays have 
a higher artistic value, cost less in the ag- 
gregate, and are attended with less danger 
to life and property than the individual 
waste of money in a multitude of explosives 
and rockets which at best are only irritating 
to the nerves and threatening to safety. 

lt may not be practicable to revive in large 
cities the celebration of the Fourth of July 
after the old fashion. People crowded to- 
gether in large numbers and in compara- 
tively small space cannot be entertained en 
masse, and perhaps would not respond to a 
series Of formal celebrations, with prayers 
and orations, at different times of the day 
and in various parts of the city. They 
must be permitted in the main to spend their 
holiday according to their individual prefer- 
ences.” But the expenditure of one-half the 
money in organized efforts to provide excur- 
sions, dinners, and free outdoor sports 
which is squandered on fir@erackers and the 
like would give thousands of poor people 
great pleasure and justify the absolute pro- 
hibition of the gunpowder theory of cele- 
bration. The children cannot be expected to 
work out such a reform, nor to surrender of 
their own volition the peculiar gratification 
incident to noise and confusion. But the 
older people ought to unite in submission to 
the laws and ordinances forbidding the an- 
noying and dangerous style of celebration 
which now obtains, municipal government 
ought to be sufficiently fortified to enforce 
these laws, and senseless people ought to be 
rescued from their own folly by men of 
higher intellect and stronger purpose. The 
Fourth of July should always be continued 
asa National holiday, but the great princi- 
ples which it commemorates will be more 
strongly implanted in the hearts of the peo- 
ple when the cannon, the pistol, and the fire- 
cracker shali be silenced.

THE FREIGHT-HANDLERS’ STRIKE. 

It ig extremely doubtful whether the East- 
ern railway companies whith are affected by 
the freight-handlers' strike will be the gain- 
ers by resistance even if they shall succeed 
after a while in compelling the strikers to 
resume work at the old prices or in securing 
enough new men to do the business. That lit- 
tle headway has been made thus far toward a 
satisfactory arrangement of the troubles is 
evident from the following paragraph from 
the New York Times: 
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de married was true, and those who 


tained great losses, arising (1) from a de- 
erease of their business oWing to their in- 
ability to handle the freight; (2) from the 
waste and decay of perishable stuff which 
they had undertaken to deliver in good con- 
dition; and (3) from the damages which they 
will probably be compelled to pay, not mere- 
ly for the actual loss and delays, but also from 
the refusal to receive and transport freight. 
The last contingency will probably raise an 
interesting question in the courts, but it is 
almost sure to be decided against the rail- 
roads. They are common carriers. They 
advertise to carry freight at certain rates. 


Men have gone into various kinds of produc- 


tion and manufacture at particular localities 
upon the assurance that the rail- 
roads will carry their stuff to mar- 
ket. They send their products to the 
public depot, tender the amount charged 
in the public schedules, and have the right to 
expect that the railroads will receive it. 
handle it, and transport it with due care and 
diligence. ‘If the railroads fail in this com- 
mon obligation to the public they would seem 
to be clearly liable to damages to those 
whom they disappoint. They do not and 
cannot attribute their inability to perform 
their contract to any obstacle which Prov- 
idence or Nature has interposed. The only 
reason they fail to fulfill their obligations is 
because they have not enough of the right 
sort of men to handle the freight, and the 
only reason there is any lack of competent 
help is because they will not pay an increase 
of 10 per cent on wages which they took 
from the pay of these men when busi- 
ness was slack, times hard, and 
food cheaper than itisnow. Their refusal 
to restore wages to the former basis is a 
matter between the companies and their 
employés, but it certainly does not affect the 
rights of the shipper. The attitude of the 
railroads enables them to save a certain 
amount of expense, but they cannot set up 
this saving of money on their own account 
as a justification for inflicting losses on 
others. If the saving of 10 per cent on the 


pay for handling freight exceeds the dam- 


ages they will be obliged to pay for failure 
to carry out contracts and for the loss of 
stuff they undertake to deliver, well and 
good; if not, then the railroads are playing 
a losing game in holding out against the 


strikers.

THE POTATO TAX. 

The Albany Hvening Journal, which has 
come down to the present generation from 
the days when Henry Clay, Andrew Jackson, 
and John Quincy Adams were leaders in the 
same party, and eventually divided on the 
protection policy, and which has been an ad- 
vocate of protection ever since, is out in an 
appeal to Congress to repeal! the tariff duty 
on potatoes. During the last year potatoes 
have been imported to meet a scarcity in the 
crops. That paper calls the attention of its 
readers to the fact that on the day mentioned 
“a peck of strawberries in Albany costs less 
than a peck of potatoes, and potatoes are not 
as high as they have been at that.” To this 
it adds: 

Every man, however, knows what it ia for 
the United States Government to clap a tax of 
16 cents on every bushel of potatoes exported to 
this country, and knows that be has to pay in the 
end that 15 cents outof his own pocket. Last 
year the Government took from the people in 
the shape of this tax 000. this year it 
willtake three or four times as much, as our 
crop is shorter. If the mischief ended here the 
poor man might endure this burden resting on 
an article of necessity to bis daily life; but it 
does not. Tuat tax of Mcentsa bushel acts as 
a wall to Keep out the foreign supply just when 
we do not peed it and when we can least afford 
to pay the tex upon it. By thus keeping down 
the supply the price of our own small crop is 
raised to high rates as at present. The Govern- 
ments gets unnecessary revenue from the im- 
ported potatoes only, but the consumer has 
virtually to pay 15 cents extra on every bushel 
of potatoes he buys, foreign or domestic. 


The facts in this case haraly justify these 
comments, Imported potatoes have been 
sold during the present year in Chicago, but 
they nowise reduced the price of domestic 
potatoes, which have, because of their 
superior quality, commanded a much higher 
price. The imported potatoes, however, 
commanded, when they were sound, a profit- 
able and ready sale, and supplied a market 
that was actually scarce. 

The imposition of a duty on potatoes may 
at this time be called a tariff-for revenue, 
but so far as the Great West is concerned 
has never been a protective duty. .The tariff 
on potatoes is an old one, and was imposed 
originally to protect the farmers of Maine 
against the potato-growers of New Bruns- 
wick and other Canadian provinces. 
West never asked for protection, all that 
kind of legislation being inspired by the 
New England people. The first duty 
imposed on imported potatoes was levied 
in 1822, 
mitted as a State, and a tax uf 10 cents a 
bushel was then provided; this tax was con- 
tinued by the tariffs of 1825, 1828, 1830, 1832, 
1836, 1841, and 1842, until 1846, when the rate 
of duty was changed to 30 per cent; in 1857 it 
was reduced to 24 per cent, and in 1861 it was 
reduced again to 10 cents per bushei. In 
1862 it was increased to 2 cents a bushel, 
and remained at that rate through all the 
tariff changes in 1863, 1864, 1865, 1866, 1868, and 
1870. In 1872, the tax was continued at 25 
cents a bushel, which was then equal to 50 
percent. In June, 1872, the duty on potatoes 
was reduced to 15 cents a bushel, and at that 
rate it has been continued ever since. Is it 
not rather late for the Albany paper to dis- 
cover that there has been a tax on potatoes 
during the last sixty years, and that the peo- 
ple of the country have been paying a tribute 
to the New England producers on this article 
of food during two generations ?

VOTERS AND NON-VOTERS. 

Tue TRIBUNE published the other day the 
census bulletin giving the details of the male 
population of voting age of the several 
States, with the number of voters, foreigners, 
and negroes in each State, and also the num- 
ber of persons voting in each. The falling 
off in the number of those who voted, even 
in the exciting Presidential election of 1880, 
as compared with the number of those re- 
turned as of the eligible age and sex, is very 
large; but this great loss is due in the 
Northern States, or most of them, to the great 
number of unnaturalized voters; in Virginia 
there was a poll-tax that bad to be paid 
before voting, and in other Southern States 
where there were comparatively but few 
persons of foreign birth, naturalized and 
and unnaturalized, the number of votes re- 
turned strongly indicates other causes, which 
will readily occur to the reader. 

The figures in some of the Northern States 
giving those of voting age in 1880, and those 
who voted in 1880, as well as those not voting, 
including the residents in 1880 of foreign 
birth, show the following results:

Including the aliens, who are not voters, 
the proportion of non-voters in 1880 in no 
case much exceeded 20 per cent of the whole 
voting population, and in several of the 
States it was much less than that. In several 
of the Southern States where the alien and 
non-voting population of voting age was 
small, the figures show some surprising re- 
sults. The colored voters, wherever they 
haye any reasonable personal safety, pay 
great attention to voting and never lose the 
opportunity of doing so when they can. Here 
arch the figures in some of these States:

In Louisiana the actual voters were less 
than half the voting population: in Texas 
about 40 per cent of the whole vote; in Vir- 
ginia 36 per cent; in Georgia less than 50 per 
cent; Alabama 40 per cent; Mississippi less 
than 50 per cent; and in Arkansas less than 
40 per cent. 

The New York Tribune has compiled 
some interesting details from these census 
tables, one of which shows the numbers of 
colored and of white persons of voting age 
in these and other States with the number of 
Republican and white voters actually 
counted and returned as voted in. these 
States in 1880, the same year of the census:

The figures tell their own story in signfi- 
cant terms. The returns indicate a neglect 
of voting by the negro voters not at all in 
accordance with their new-born zeal to exer- 
cise the political rights and privileges they 
cherish so unanimously and so cordially. 

The Tribune concludes its review of these 


returns by saying: 

In seven Southern States 851,052 persons of the 
vot age failed to vote, out of a total of 1.982. 
499. ad the voting been as full and free as it 
was in Northern States, there would have been 
over 450.000 more Republican votes cast in these 
States, with a Republican majority in every one 
except possibly Texas. And had the votes 
actually cast been counted in South Carolina 
and Fiorida, there would have been Republican 
majorities in those States also. 


INDEPENDENCE-DAY. 

The Fourth of July—with what ardent ex- 
pectancy the “boys” of the rural districts 
were wont to look forward tb its annual re- 
currence!

The sounds of the country are sleep- 
provoking—the monotonous hum of myriads 
of insects, the dull croak-of frogs, the merry 
chirp of the cricket, and the see-saw song of 
the katydid—these sounds rob the tired boy 
of his patriotic resolution, and ten to one he 
Sinks to sleep, his head pillowed on the 
church or school-house steps.

Rar progress was made in the House 
yesterday toward disposing of the surplus 
revenue in the Treasury. Under a suspen- 
sion of the rules a number of bills were 
rushed through appropriating sums from 
$50,000 to $105,000 for public buildings in 
villages, towns, and cities ranging from 
1,500 to 2,000 in population. In many in- 
stances these buildings will come as an abso- 
lute gratuity on the part of the Govern- 
ment, whose needs are already weil pro- 
vided for in rénted quarters at a small cost, 
and where no additional accommodations are 
now or ever will be required. The system of 
voting money on buildings without a thought 
whether any necessity exists for their con- 
struction amounts to a sort of prize-package 
distribution similar to that of the River and 
Harbor bill. Reduction of revenue and in- 
crease of expenditure, without limit or re- 
striction in either direction, seem to be the 
prevailing rage in Congress just now.

THe Levant Herald, the oldest and only 
English newspaper in Constantinople, has lately 
gone through a most curious experience.

The next week a Freuch paper, the 
Jemps de Constantinople, suddenly enlarged its 
form, and anngunced that it would de served to 
the subscribers of the Levant Herald. At the 
same time it adopted the type and the adver- 
tisements of the Levant Herald. The next day 
the Temps de Constantinople was suppressed. 
The editor of the Levant Herald, nothing daunt- 
od by these two mishaps, addressed himself di- 
rectly to the hausehold of the Sultan, using such 
good arguments that in a week he was able to 
issue by special authorization a new paper, an- 
nounced to take the place of the Levant Herald, 
and called the Eastern Expreas. Thus the of- 
fended dignity of Turkey is saved, and the

the first to feel it. They are singularly belpless, 
shut off from the nearest coast by thitty-six 
miles of difficult road. The whole of Christen- 
dom is interested in the question. Since there 
are people of every nation living in Jerusalem, 
cannot each Government send a frigate to Jaffa 
to give refuge to the fugitives while affairs are 
in the present bazardous condition? The only 
retreats are the convents, and these would ill 
bold out against such an outbreak as would take 
place if the banner of the Prophet were at last 
unfurled in earnest.”

On last Lord Mayor's Day the din- 
ner cost $8,260; the decorations, $3,128; the pro- 
cession, $3,539; the Guildhall music, $338; print- 
ing and stativoery, $1,492, and the general ex- 
penses were $2,078; total, 618.800. Of this total 
nearly one-half, or $8,917, came out of the Lord 
Mayor's own pogket. Mr. Aiderman and Sheriff 
Hanson paid $4,459 of it, and Mr. Sheriff Ogg an 
equal sum. From the City Lands Committee an 
even $1,000 was contributed. Messrs. Hanson 
and Ogg, it will be seen, contributed together a 
sum equal to the contribution of the Lord 
Mayor; iu other words, after the city had con- 
tributed its $1,000 the three individuals shoul- 
dered the remaining $17,000. The salary of the 
Lord Mayor is $40,000, into whi@h the first day in 
office thus makes a large hole. Brave and seif- 
denying beyond most men would be the one 
who made this salary pay his expenses. It is 
the rule that a Lord Mayor far outlives his in- 
come.

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Mr. Rusgetn has communicated to the St.

The burt which he 
inflicted was a mere flesh-wound which speedily 
healed; but he was nevertheless sentenced to 
nave “ bis right hand burned from his body with 
flaming brimstone, the flesh torn with red-hot 
pincers from his breast, arms, and calves, boil- 
ing oil poured into the wounds thus made, and 
his body torn umb from limb by four horses, 
all which humane injuncuons were scrupulous- 
ly carried out. If this was the punishment of 
an assasin who failed in his purpose, what would 
have been done to him had he succeeded?

BRUTAL THUGS. 


Twelfth Street Toughs Attack Officer 
Michael Connery and Stab Him six 
Times, Three of the Wounds Being 
Serious—Arrest of His Assallants. 
Tweifth street district tourus inaugurated 

the glorious Fourth shortly after midnight by 
“doing up” a policeman, an occurrence 
which, by the way, bas grown rather 
frequent of late. The row occurred 
on Canal street near the corner of Barber, in 
what is termed “Dogtown,” and prominent 
among those who had a hand in the affray 
were the notorious Twoheys, terrors of 
the neighborhood in. which they belong. 
At about twenty minutes past 12 o’clock Officer 
Michael Connery, for the past seven years at- 
tached to the Twelfth Street Station, was walk- 
ing along Canal street, when at the corner desig- 
nated he ran across a crowd Of some twelve or 
fifteen persons, among whom were two women, 
members of the Twobey family. The men were 
quarreling among themselves and making con- 
siderahie ot a disturbance when the officer first 
saw them, and he approached with the 
intention of quieting them. He talked to them 
for several minutes, and, as they were aggress- 
ive, matters soon grew rather hot. One of the 
women fainted, and ag Connery offered to 
assist in taking her home the crowd 
jumped on him. He did the best he could to 
defend himself, but they were too many for 
him, and when they succeeded in getting his 
club away from him they “downed” hiin 
and commenced kicking and striking him. 
He cried for help, and after one of them had 
waited long enough to stick a big knife into bim 
several times they fied, leaving him bieeding 
and almost senseless. His cries attracted the 
attention of some brother oflicersa, who re- 
sponded, called the patrol wagon, and while the 
wagon took him to the station they proceeded to 
the home of the Twoheys on Wright street and 
stopped all means of escape. 

At the station the patrol officers,having one of 
the surgical cases lately supplied at the sugges- 
tion of Dr. Henrotin, bandaged up the cuts as 
best they could. stopping the hemorrbage, and 
then returned to the home of the Twoheys. 
A demand for admission met with the threat that 
the tirst policeman who opened the door would 
be shot dead. For a minute it. looked

again, but when the officers 

with drawn revoivers forced the door open they 
met with only a slight resistance. In the 
five. men—Muichael, 
“Bull,” Twohey, Patrick Twohey, 
Carmody, George Mahoney, and 
McNamara, all of whom are shining lights in 
thug circles. Bull was covered with blood, 
and looked as though he had been in a hard fight. 
The gang was bundied into the wagon and run 
down to the station and lockedup. Or. Murphy 
who had been called to examine the wounded 
officer, found four ugly cuts, of which 
three are cogsidered serious, above the left hip. 
They were each about an inch and a half wide 
and quite deep. There was'a fifth cut in the 
left leg below the thigh, and another long cut 
just below the knee. He will be incapacitated 
for duty for a long time to come, and will 
eventually come out all right, it is hoped. 


WAUPUN PRISON. 


The Labor of the Convicts to Be Let 
Next Thurseday—Migher Mates to Be 
Demand the Future. 

Special patch to The Chicago Tribune. 
MILWAUKED, Wis., July 3.—A meeting of the 

State Board of Control will /be held at Waupun 
next Thursday for the purpose of letting the 
labor of the prison for five years from néxt Jan- 
vary. Gen. Bintliff, a member of the board, was 
in this city today,and gave a TRIBUNE reporter 
the following interesting facts in connection 
with the prisoniabor: For the last five years M. 
D. Wells & Co., a large boot and shoe manufact- 
uring firm or Chicago, have had this contract, at 
4) cents per man per day. Even at this rate the 
State das realized more profit for the labor 
of the prison than it formerly bad when the 
manufactory of boots and shoes was run by the 
prison authorities. The deliciency each year 
under the old plan was from $35,000 to $45,000. 
This the State bad to make good. Under the 
very low-rate contract given to M. D. Wells & 
Co., the deficiency each year was about $15,000. 
The General stated that this rate would not be 
allowed again, claiming at the same time that 
the percentage of gain to the Chicago firm was 
fully 50 per cent. “We mean to make it selt- 
sustaining,” be said, “and will by no meats 
relet at 40 cents. At Jackson, Mich., they are 
now getting 70 or 80 cents, as well as at Joliet. 
We are willing totake 10 cents less, owing to the 
bad iocation of the Waupun Prison and conse- 
quent increased railroad freight rates. At pres- 
ent we have 350 prisoners confined in Waupun. 
About one-quarter of them are doi fight 
work about the prison, being compelled to re- 
main in the hospital on account of sick- 
ness. Now the remainder are doing work 
for 10 cents a day, and there are 
already 5,000 cases of boots mauufactured and 
stored away for next year’s market. Snould we 
fail to secure an offer of 60 cents or something 
above that next Thursday, we will negotiate 
with particular firms, and feel confident that we 
can make the prison self-sustaining, if not even 
more than chat.“

A RIOT, 

A GANG OF WORKMEN ATTACKED BY A 
CROWD OF BOYS, GIRLS, AND WOMEN.

New Tonk. July 3.—About 200 young boys, girls, 
and womer congregated tonight about 8 o’clock 
in front of the Desbrosses street ferry- house and 
calmly awaited the arrival of the men who 
were working in the place of the strikers 
on the other side of the river. 
each one had concealed a missile ot some kind, 
either club or stone. Presently a boat arrived 
from Jersey, and almost the first to reach West 
street was a gang of Italian workmen, while 
close behind walked leisurely a number of 
the Russian refugees who have deen 
employed to fill the place of the 
freizht-hbandlers. At once a shout arose that 
was indescribabie, and which so terrified the 
foreigners that they broke into an indiscrimin- 
ate run, fleeing wildly up Desbrosses street. 

THEN CAME THE SHOWER OF MISSILES 
upon the heads of the unfortunates as they ran 
and were chased by the maddened crowd of 
youngsters. ving into the various side streets, 
the men ** managed to get away, but 
not without several of their number be- 
ing severely and it is thought . fatally 
wounded. The chasing crowd then 
got together again, and back they marched to 
the ferrynouse to await afresh arrival. In the 
meantime they were joined by a number of 
roughs of more years, who were armed with 
bricks and paving-stones, to await the 
next arrivals. They bad not long to wait, for 
in a little while another batch of unsuspecting 
men put in an appearance and passed alongside 
the mob. As they did so

sons, who insisted on the men being thrown out 
of the place. The bartender pluckily 
jumped from behind the counter and 
faced the mob, while the poor 
wretches inside clung. to his legs and 
arms and cried for him to save them. He 
drew a pistol and threatened any man that came 
near him or entered his store door. At that 
moment the cry of Police! was raised, and 
there was a general scattering of the assem biage. 
Hardly bad they disappea when a repetition 
of the two previous scenes at the terry was 
being enacted. A third boat bad arrived and a

THE MOB WAS IN WAITING 
to give the new-comers a warm reception. One 
tall, lanky fellow, apparently one of the Russian 
exiles, was selected perhaps on account of his 
hight, and another, an Italian of stoud build, 
was hemmed in by the mob and pelted -unmer- 
cifully. When they bad managed to make 
a break through the line they fled swift as deers 
up Debrosses street, but only to get into other 
bands, who kept up an incessant firing of stones. 
The Italian's jaw was broken, and the Russian 
refugee was holding his hands to his 
sides, apparently in great ony. As the 
pair reached Greenwich street the Italian went 
up this darker thorvughfare, while the other 
kept ahead, bareheaded and his clothing hang- 
ing in pieces about his body. Just as he turned 
into dson street a stone struck him on the 
side of the head and caused him to reel against 
a post and 
GROAN MOST PITIFULLY. 
His merciless pursuers, however, did not relent, 
and perhaps would bave killed him then and 
there if the o rtune police had not put in an 
appearance. The crowd was then dispersed, 
many of them receiving a sound clubbing, 
until finally there was no appearance of 
an organized mob in that quarter. It was well- 
known to the police that none of the striking 
freight-handiers were concerned in the mob, 
for they were in attendance at a mass-meetin 
some distance away during the exciting period, 
but many poor, innocent ‘longshoremen who 
happeued to live in the neighborhood suffered 
severely tonight simply because they happened 
to be out and wore checked jumpers.

The Chicago Yacht Club Makes Its 
Firat Squadron Cruise to Milwau- 
kee—Eight Boats Start—Five Arrive, 
with the Idler First and the Wasp 
Second.

On Boarp YaACutT VIKING, MILWAUKEE, Wis., 

July 2.—Saturday, July 1. was the day ap- 

pointed for the first squadron cruise of the 

Chicago Yacht Ciub, and as it was the

YESTERDAY IN MILWAUKEE BAY. . 

I closed my last letter with the arrival of the 
four vesseis of the club fleet at Milwaukee. 
During yesterday afternoon the yachts were ob- 
jects of great curiosity to the people of this 
goodly town. Small boats swarmed around 
them, and harbor tugs came out and took a 
good look at them, and hundreds of people lined 
the banks and watched the yacht gigs gom to. 
and fro between the boats and the shore. On 
coming to anchor Capt. Houston, of the Engi- 
neers, and another gentleman representing the 
Milwaukee Club, boarded the Commodore's 
yacht, and after bidding the squadron welcome 
to Milwaukee extended the hospitalities of the 
club to the visitors. Carriages were in waiting 
on the sbore and were placed at the disposal of 
the ciub’s guests during the afternoon, and at 
the club-house the resident members sought 
in every way to make their friends feel 
thoroughly at home. This Milwaukee Club, by 
the way, is a pew institution, but starts off with 
a large wembersbip, handsome house and 
grounds, and every requisit for a prosperous 
career. The local morum paper in announcing 
the expected arrival of the yacht club and the 
preparations ma e for its reception by the citi- 
zens, was somewhat sarcastic as to the ability of 
the boats to withstand a breeze. With seven 
boats ready to be reviewed here this morning 
the sarcasm sounds misplaced, although it was 
based apparently on an crroneous dispatch from 
Chicago, which alleged that all but two of the 
boats bad put back.“ I wrote vesterday that 
the Wasp went into the river instead of coming 
to an anchorage according to general orders. It 
was difficult on thgt account to state to the 
minute at what time she did arrive, 
since the entrance to the river is. 
sometbing like halt a mile southof the anchor- 
age Opposit the Northwestern depot. But tak- 
ing the time of turning into the river as com- 
pared with the time the Idler came to au anchor 
and there is a difference (according to my own 
observation and that of those on the Idler) of 
about three minutes in favor of che Idier, as 
being the first arrival. No doubt the Wasp did 
remarkably well and deserves credit forit. I 
notice by today’s paper that Capt. Prindiville 
bas had bis boat written up.“ He there states 
that the Wasp was “constructed with the view 
of wresting from the Idler the credit of being 
the fleetest yacht in America.“ It is pleasant to 
know authoritatively just what the Wasp was 
built for, but the Idler has never claimed 
to the “fleetest yacht in America,”’ 
although she is undoubtedly very fast. The 
Madeleine and the new Montauk have both 
beaten her record. In the same article the 
Wasp is called “the mt oe sloop yacht in 
America if not in the worid.“ which is another 
inisstatement, as there are four sloops larger 
thun she is incommidsion East, to say nothing 
of the old Maria, which was nearly twice her 
size. i had a talk witu Capt. Prindiville in tront 
of the Plankinton House yesterday afternoon.

An Important Decision Relating 
to Sam Walker’s Banks 
ruptcy. 


Suit Against the Stockliolders of the 
Defunct German Savings 
Bank. 


New Suits, Confessions, Judgments, 
Divorces, Etc. 


A Characteristic Scheme of Sam Walk- 
er Overturned by His Creditors. 

Juage Barnum yesterday rendered an opinion 
in the case of Watson and others against Sam- 
uel J. Walker and others. The complainants 
were judgment creditors of Walker to the 
amount of about $125,000, and filed the present 
creditors’ bill to enforce their liens, and set 
aside divers other prior judgments, decrees, and 
Master's sales on Walker's property on the 
ground that they were fraudulent. The main 
theory of the bill waa that such titie as Eames and 
the Commercial National Bank acquired under 
their prior judgments were obtained for Walker 
and in his interest, and not adversely to him, 
pursuant to a secretagreement between Walker 
and Eames. On that account it was urged Eames 
and the bank were merely trustees for Walk- 
er, and their claims were invalid as against com- 
plainants. The real estate involved was the 
“private railroad street in Walker's Dock 
and Reaper Addition to Chicago, and was dur- 
ing the pendency of the present suit sold by 
Eames to the Chi¢agco, Burlington & Quincy 
Railroad for $100,000, The complainants rested 
largely to prove their case on two documents 
executed Jan. 4, 1874, between Eames and Walk- 
er. One of these was a quit-claim deed from 
Walker and wife to Eam conveying the 
private railroad street. e 0 
an agreement of Eames 
er by which the former 
toapply the 
notes of F. 
Walker should do all he per 
title to the property. At the time of this deed 
and agreement Walker was hopeiesly insoivent, 
and judgments to the amount of nearly $1,000,- 
000 were liens on his property. In April, 1875, 
Walker went into bankruptcy, scheduling his 
interest in this property ause the suit had 
been brought a few months before that, and in 
order, as he said, to give bis creditors the benetit 
of anything that might turn up. Walker's As- 
signee, R. E. Jenkina, then tiled a cross-biil ask- 
ing for substantially the same relief as the 
original bill. The chief defenses were the 
above-mentioned agreement and then a claim 
that the agreement had become void and the 
quit-claim deed absolute by their uw terms. 

The Judge, jn deciding the case, said the de- 
feudants never showed the agreement bad been 
rescinded, though it was never performed. 
Eames, however, beld on to the land, testifying 
that the gene advantage he had in view in 
taking the quit-claim deed was to get Mrs. 
Walker's dower. It was apparent, when all the 
defenses were exathined, t the defendants 
were imperatively Sound to maintain the legai- 
ity of the awreement. So long as they relied on 
the guit claim they must take its incabus with 
it. Walker's indebtedness at the time to the 
bank was over $247,000. His Lake County lands 
near Lake Forest—512 acres—bad been sold under 
trust-deed and cuniveyed to Eames fer the bank 
for $86,000. Eames then reconveyed the 
land to F. C. Morehead, taking his 
notes in payment, voursuant to an 1 4 
ment with Walker by which, if the More- 
bead notes were paid, Walker's indebtedness 
to the amount of $157,000 was to be released. 
Morehead failed ta pay bis notes, and Walker, 
his brother-in-law, agreed to sell the land in 
parcels and take up the notes. Eames bad no 
knowledge of this contract. The agreed project, 
in short, was that with money loaned to Waiker, 
and therefore Walker's money, Eawes was to 
buy fn a series of judgment-liens, mortqages, 
Ste., for Walker, then sell the property for bim 
or have it appraised with que regard to his in- 
terest, hold the proceeds for him, and apply the 
same partly in satisfaction of Walker's loan and 
partly on hie brother-in-law's notes, payment 
of which was fo constitute payment of 
an equivalent amount of Walker's other 
and neral indebtedness to the 
banks. if Waiker had borrowed the money 
elsewhere and given it to Bames no one would 
deny Humes was a trustee or agent in handling 
the property, and it made no difference in that 
respect that the money was borrowed from 
Eames. The intended effect of the transaction 
was to cut off complainants’ liens. But, as 
Walker could not do this himself, he could not 
do it by an agent or trustee. Neither could the 
bank retain a preference due others and wrong- 
fully wrested from them, simply because its 
president became Walker's trustee. By no 
such device as the present could creditors with 
hens be despolled ot them in favor of creditors 
without liens. It was argued that the deed and 
agreement in question could not bein traud 
of complainants, because the Priority 
of the latter's lieus remained unaffected. That 
as long as complainants had the right of redemp- 
tion and failed to exercise it, they could com- 
piain of nobody Dut themselves. e argument 
was unsouod. It Eames took the land and 
Sheriff's deeds, etc., as purchaser and trustee 
for Walker, the eompiainants were pot bound 
to redeem, for gales to Walker satisfied the 
judgments, and the land immediately became 
his, subject onty to complainants’ liens. 

It was further contended that the question of 
the validity of the agreement depended on 
whether or not its purpose was that any sur- 
plus should come to Walker's manual es- 
sion or personal use and enjoyment after ap- 
plication of the property on the Morehead 
paper. Such a.criterion was whoily false and 
misleading. If complainants were frustrated 
of their liens, it made no difference to 
them whether Walker himself kept and enjoyed 
the whole proceeiis of a resale of the 2 
or handed it over to other creditors and rela- 
tions.. Whatever the real motives of the parties, 
such a dispositign of a debtor's property was a 
legal fraud. Such fraud was intensified when, 
as in the presenticase, the evident inteution and 
inevitable result of the agreement was to de- 
feat creditors. 

If Eames was not paid anything by the exccu- 
tion of the papers, and did not, after Walker's 
failure to perform the agreement, credit any- 
thing on the Moorehead notes, he became a sim- 
pie trustee of the property, and should have re- 
conveyed it to Walker or his Assignee instead of 
selling it to the failroad company. Even more 
imperatively sbbüld he have done so had be 
abjured the agreement and attempted to ac- 
quire an adverse title. Eames, while oc- 
cupying so false a position toward the 
parties, the property, and other ored- 
itors, and while clinging tenaciously 
to the advantages the situation afforded,. be- 
came and was as trustee incapable of taking to 
himselt any title in opposition to that which he 
held in trust. Kames, therefore, must be held 
to have acquired the titles under the Manning, 
Moffatt, and Lee judgments, in trust for Walker 
or bis Assignee. /The Assignee, by the law, took 
all property conYeyed by a bankrupt in fraud 
of his creditors. | f 

Another and vital question was whether the 
complainants were entitled to file the present 
bill, never having levied any executions on the 
railroad strip, and having no execution out 
when the bill was filed. But both on principle 
and authority t ition was unsound. It 
had been specifi beld that to maintain 
a suit * A udgment creditor 
set aside frauflulent conveyances it was 
not necessary that an execution should be out- 
Standing to create or preserve a specific lien on 
the real property which was the subject of the 
creditors’ action, because the lien u to 
support such action was effected by the dock- 
eting of the judgment. The objection that the 
rule applied to the removal of prior convey- 
ances, and not of prior judgments or sales and 
certifeates thereunder, was a distinction with- 
out adifference so far as principle was con- 
cerned. The theory of the bill was that com- 
plainants were impeded in the collection of 
their judgmenis by fraudulent obstructions. 
lhe mischief and fraud on complainants were 
the same whether the obstructions were mort-

FAST MAIL-TRAINS. 


Why the Northwest I Deprived of 
 Phelr Benefits—It Would Interfere 

with the Interests ef tne Milwaukee 

Papers by Furnishing the Chicage 

Newspapers to the Wisconsin Peopie 

at Too 1 an Hour in the Morning. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 3.— Some interesting 
and important disclosures have leaked out here 
in regard to the inside working of the plan for 
the proposed fast mail from the East, which is 
likely to create a sensation when the facts are 
fully known. The original plan was to start the 
train from New York at such an hour in the 
morning as would bring it in Chicago at about 3 
o'clock the next morning and Milwaukee three 
hours later, or about 6 o'clock. This would 
bring the New York papers west seven hours 
earlier, and the Chicago papers would 
reach this city about breakfast time and 
the Northwest fully five hours earlier than now. 
The Postmaster-General came West to perfect 
this arrangement, and a committee of the Mer- 
chants’ Asseciation of this city was appointed to 
meet him and discuss the general features of 
the plan, but on the day of the proposed meet- 
ing Gen. Howe telegraphed that important busi- 
ness demanded bis attention in Washington at 
once and he could not come here, but would be 
glad to meet any Milwaukee business-men or 
others interested in Chicago. Two gentlemen 


only, one of them a prominent politi- 
cian and other connected with

When the original 
pian was first presented it was hailed with gen- 
eral satisfaction by business men all over the 
West, one which would greatly advance the 
commercial interests and general prosperity of 
the country.

THE EXPORT CATTLE TRADE. 

It is not generally known that Mr. E. A. Storrs, 
who sailed for Europe on the Baltic last Satur- 
day, goes abroad not only to enjoy himself. but 
also to look after the foreign interests of many 
persons and firms in this country engaged in the 
exportation of American cattic. There are 
numerous difficuities imposed by Euro- 
pean Governments upon this trade 
difficulties baving their origin mostly 
in home prejudice or misrepresentation, 
and the partial or entire removal of these will 
constitute an important feature of Mr. Storrs’ 
special mission. Chicago, as the centre of the 
cattle-exporting interest and the vast country 
tributary to the city in this business, is of 
course keenly alive to che importance of having 
as many of the obstacies to the trade removed 
as may be possible. and there will be a feeling of 
general satisfaction that the matter is in such 
competent hands. Mr. Storrs received just be- 
fore sailing a very strong letter from the Secre- 
tary of State, Mr. Frelinghuysen, addressed to 
James Russell Lowell, our Minister to Engiand, 
in which the latter is asked to extend every pos- 
sible courtesy and assistance to Mr. Storrs. Ino 
the course of the letter Mr. Frelingbuysen says: 
Apart froma personal knowledge of Mr. Storrs’ 
attainments and not able public services, which 
of themselves would entitie him to every con- 
sideration on the part of ‘this Govern- 
ment and its agents abroad,jthe purpose of 
his yoyage is onein which this Government bas 
constantly taken a lively interest and has stren- 
uously endeavored on repeated occasions to aid 
by diminishing the injurious effects of misrep- 
resentation in foreign parts. It is the wish of the 
President that * extend to Mr. Storrs every 
practicable facility for the accomplishment of 
bis important mission, and especially that in 
bringing bim into contact with the members of 
ber Majesty's Government. who control the 
questions of cattle importations, you should let 
it be understood that he acts not merely in be- 
half of large private interests, but that he is al- 
so regarded as the unofficial, although author- 
ized, agent of this Government in its conscien- 
tious advocacy of a sat public interest.“ Mr. 
Storrs also carried with him — personal let- 
ters of introduction from President Arthur, 
Gen. Grant, and others.

VIOLATING THE BUILDING ORDINANCE. 

Ald. Wanzer was at the Building Department 
and complained about a violation of the fire 
ordinance at the corner of Wainut street and 
western avenue. The records snow that Arch- 
bishop Feehan procured a permit Saturday to 
erect a building forty by thirty-five feet at this 
point, in accordance with the ordinances, to be 
used temporarily for religious purposes, but 
instead of using brick the contractor was found 
to be putting up a wooden structure, and the 
Building Department stopped the work. 
This was satisfactory, but the Alderman 
found the work going on yesterday and came 
down to inquire in reference to it. Those inter- 
ested in the construction, however, bad pre- 
ceded nim, and agreed to line the outside of the 
building with four inenes of brick, on which 
condition they had been aliowed to proceed. 
There may be more to the complaint than ap- 
pears, but the most that could be learned of the 
facts have been given, except that the evidence 
of the temporary character of the bui.ding is 
that plans are being made for a permanent 
structure. The original violation, however, re- 
maios unexplained. 

CONFIDENCING THE CITY. | 

There is considerable trouble brewing, grow- 
ing out of the Commissioner of Public Works 
issuing books of tickets over the street-railway 
lines to certain employés. The tickets provide 
on their face that they shall be good only be- 
tween certain hours, and not acceptable on Sun- 
day; but it appears that the employés are offer- 
ing them at ali times, and that the companies 
are accepting them. Yesterday, for instance, 
the West Division Company returned a large 
package for redemption which had been used the 
uay before. and it was a very easy matter to de- 
termine who bad used them. The Commis- 
sioner would not give the names of the of- 
fenders, Hut he says be will warn them against 
the imposition they have been apparently prac- 
ticiug, and for the next offense will not only 
cancel their tickets, but aiso put them in a way 
to look up a new job. The tickets were issued 
for use in doing the city’s work—to be paid for 
by the city—and the Commissioner says he will 
not tolerate their being used under any other 
circumstances. 

POOL-TABLE LICENSES. 

The City Council instructed the Law Depart- 
ment recently to prepare an ofdinance for the 
licensing of pool-tables, etc., and to prevent 
minors indulging in such pastimes. The or- 
dinance was completed yesterday and submitted 
tothe Mayor and several members of the Li- 
dense Committee, and met their approval. It 
will be laid before the Council at its next meet- 
ing. and is as follows: 

Sec. 1. That no person snall have or keep for 
his or ber gain or profit within the City of Chi- 
cago any billiard or pool table, pin-aliey, nine or 
ten pin alley, ball-uliey, or sbooting- gallery. or 
keep or serve any pool-table or pool-rooms 
wherein is permitted the piaying of pool, without 
tirst having obtained a license therefor as here- 
inafter provided, under a penalty of not less than 
8 nor more than 6100 for each and every of- 

ense. 

Sec. 2. The Mayor of the City of Chicago is 
hereby authorized to issue a license to any per- 
son or persons desiring to keep and use a billiard 
or pool tabie, or tables or pool-room, alley or al- 
leys, or shooting-gatiery or gaileries, mentioned 
ia the foregoing section, upon such person or per- 
sons paying to the City Coilector the sum of $10 
for each billiard or pool table. nine or ten pin 
alley, or shooting-gailery afvuresaid, which U- 
cense shall expire on the Ist day of July of 
each year. Provided, however, no license fee 
shall be collected or charged for any pool-tabie 
used or run in any piace where a saioon license 
is granted, and for the use of which pool-table 
no fee or price for use therefor per game is paid, 
meaning and intending bereby that no pool-tabie 
kept for use or pla) in any room or piace to 
which people geuerally have access shall be ex- 
empt from the license fee except as provided. 
berein. 

Sec. 3. That the person or persons who keep 
or run i-tabjes or pool-rooms wherein is kept 
or u any pool-table of any kind whatever 
shall not permit or allow any minor to play 
thereon, or use any such table, or to be or re- 
main in or frequent said room, under a penalty 
of not less than $10 nor more than $20 for each 
and every offense, ahd shall further forfeit his 
such minor so found playing 
pool in any pool- room in the City of Chicago, or 
8 the same or being therein shall be 
subject to a fineof not less $5 nor more than $10 
for each and every alfense. | 

Sec. 4, That whenéver it shall come tothe at- 
tention of the Mayor that any such billiard or 
pool room, or alley, Or shooting-galiery shail be- 
come the resort of thieves,dissoiute or disreput- 
able persons, he may at once revoke the license 
for the same. 

Sec. 5, All ordinances and parts of ordinances 
inconsistent with or repugnant to the provisions 
of this Ordinance are hereby 8 

Sc. 6. This ordinance shall in force from 
and after its passace, 


COUNT Y-BUILDING. 


Deputy-Sheriff Stacy yesterday levied an at- 
tachment on ten bales of old rubber shoes and 
old rubber hose, at the instance of Moses Harris 
against E. M. Moers, on a writ issued from the 
Superior Court. 

An investigation into the amount of coal 
at present being coosumed in the Court-House 
shows that but about two tons are being used 
daily to run four elevators, or about 500 pounds 
of coal to each. The bilis were large when steam 
was being used to heat the building. 

The Committee on Roads and Bridges held 
a session yesterday morning, and bad before 
them Squire Booth and the Messrs. Rutherford 
in regard to obtaining a right of way from them 
through their land to the poor-farm.

The Committee on Buildings heard Man- 
ager Fay, of the Chicago Telephone Company, 
yesterday morning in regard to establishing a 
telephone exchange in the Court-House and re- 
placing the instruments taken out by order of 
the board. Mr. Fay and some of the committee 
could not agree, and the discussion took a wide 
range. The question seemed to be on a room 
for the exchange and the line to the Poor- 
Farm. Commissioner O'Neill wanted the com- 
pany to put the telephone in the Insane Asylum 
free, and care for it there, for the use of a 
room in the Court-House for the company’s 

This Mr. Fay refused to consider, 
offered to run the Poor-Farm 
line for $500 per annum and pay $400 rental for 
the room. he committee refused to consider 
that, and the whole matter dropped without a 
conclusion being reached. In the meantime the 
county is deprived of the use of the telephones. 
The public demand them, and they should at 
once be put in the oflices, where they are an ab- 
solute necessity. 

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 

Some of the members of the County Board 
are “red-hot” for putting electric lights 
in the building. The county pays about $10,000 
a year for gas-lighting in the Court-House. It 
ought not to cost over $5,000. The electric light 
could not be placed im the building at a cost 
much short of $50,000, no matter what proposi - 
tions electric light corporations may make. The 
present County Court room would bave to be 
done away with. and the foundation walls

THE RAZOR BRIGADE. 


Two Slashing Eucounters Between 
Gentlemen of Color. 

Al Turner, a negro with a deadly razor, was 
brought into the Armory Police-Court yesterday 
morning charged with trying to carve the life 
out of Milton Hardin, also a colored gentleman. 
Al took a change of venue to Justice Prindiville, 
who held bim to the Criminal Court in bonds of 
$500. The figure was too high for any of the 


‘ prisoner's friends, and a mittimus was made 


out on which to take bim over to jail. 
In the meantime Detectives Ender and Long 
who brought the man from the Armory, hac 
left the court-room, thinking that the Consta- 
bies were able to take care of Turner. The 
Court waited some time for their return, but in 
vain, and finally Constable Van Buren was di- 
rected to pilot the sable prisoner over to the 
North Side. The start was made all right, but 
the first convenient alloy which presented itself 
was — — made use of by Turner, who 
suddenly gave Van Buren the slip and darted off 
to freedom over oid boxes and ash-piles. Van 
Buren gave chase, but appeared at Prindiville’s 
about an bour later without bis man. He says 
that the next time he starts for the jail with a 
prisoner he will use the ‘comealongs.”

Putnam’s Awful Fate Drifted Out to 
Sea on an Ice-Floe, 


The Strenuous but Ineffrötual Attengpts 
to Rescue Him. 


New York Herald. 

[Our correspondent who sent by telegraph 
from Fort Townsend, W. T., a graphic account 
of the burning of the United States relief 
steamer Rodgers in the Arctic now furnishes by 
mail the following details of the disaster, to- 
gether with the circumstances surrounding the 
tragic loss of Mr. Putnam upon the ice-floe after 
the destruction of the vessel. Our corresponad- 
ent has obtained the facts from the officers of 
the Rodgers, and particularly from Master G. M. 
Stone and Passed Assistant Engineer A. V. 
Zane :]} ss 

When the Rodgers returned from her explora- 
tions on and around Wrangell Island she cruised 
along the nurthern coast of Siberia, sighting the 
land first im the vicinity of North Cape and 
steaming to the eastward, looking for a suitable 
place for winter quarters, and intending to laad 
provisions at different villages for the use of 


expeditions to be sent out during the winter in 


search of tidings from the Jeannette. Owing to 
heavy gales no boats could land until the vessel 
arrived at Tapkan. Lieut. Berry anchored at 
this piace for several days, and on Corwin 
Island—a small island discovered by your corre- 
spondent in June last and situated about one 
mile from the mainland and 100 miles west- 
northwest from East Cape—erected a small 
frame house, sixteen by twelve feet, and left 
there Master Putnam, Dr. Joues, Col. Gilder, 
and three men of the crew. They had provisions 
for one year, and were instructed to sled along 
the coast as soon as the snow was in condition to 
travel on. This house became known as the 
“Wood House among the natives to distinguish 
it from the skin houses of the Tchouktchis. Had 
the island furnished suitable lee from the 
Arctic gales the Rodgers would have un- 
doubtedly gone into winter quarters there. 
The bottom, however, wag rocky and not suita- 
bie tor an anchorage. After sei the officers 
and men comfortably fixed in the Wood House 
the Rodgers bore away tothe uorthward and 
westward, intending to go along the western 
shore of Wrangeli Island, she having already 
cruised around the southern, eastern, and part 
of the northern coasts, but a hurricane from tho 
northwest compelled Lieut. Berry to give up 
this plan, and he was forced to run through 
Behring Strait and seek winter quarters in st. 
Lawrence Bay, where be arrived Oct, 15, 1681. 
He anchored in seventeen fathoms of water, 
about midway be.ween Lutke's Island and the 
mainland, and about three weeks after entering 
the bay shifted toa good berth, with excellent 
hoiding ground, about one mile north of Lutke's 
Island and ait a mile from the mainiand. Here 
the vessel was made snug forthe winter. The 
ship was not to be housed in with lumber, as is 
usually dove by vessels wintering in the Arctic, 
but a very heavy canvas awning, intended to 
extend fore and aft, had been made to fit snug- 
ly, and was to be supported in the centre by a 
long ridgepoie and a ftewrafters. During the 
time ot preparation, iasting uatil the latter part 
ot November, but little communication was had 
with the shure, owing to a succession of strong 
gales, which made it dangerous to attempt to 
land. 
OUTBREAK OF THE FIRE. 

All went well, and every one was in the best 
of spirits and health until the morning of Nov. 
30, 1881, when the sturtling cry of Fire! was 
beard, and smoke was seen issuing from the fore 
hold. appearing to come from underneath the 
donkey boiler room. The crew were immediate- 
ly called to quarters. Hatches were Closed to 
prevem the air from getting to the flames. The 
** outboard joints had been previously broken 
and the valves taken out and the pipes packed 
and cased in to prevent them from being burst 
by freezing water. Fires, however, were still 
kept under the donkey boiler to beat the ship. 
W ben the fire was discovered Passed Assistant 
Engineer Zane connected the steam-pumps with 
this boiler, and im less than three minutes after 
the alarm was given a stream was directed on 
the fire. The main engine was also quickly put 
in order, and when it became necessary, on ac- 
count of the advance of the fire, to abandon the 
donkey boiler, the pumps were connected 
with and worked from the main boii- 
er witbout a receptibie break in 
the flow of water. The hold was stowed so 
ciosely that the water could not be put directiy 
on the fire, and the smoke was so dense that the 
crew could not get down there to “break’’ it out. 
So much smoke escaped that the men at the 
nozzles had to be retieved frequently. and the 
fireman at the donkey-Doiler was obiiged to 
deave his post. Holes were cut through the 
decks and powder from the m zine and oil 
from the suail-room were passed aft on the 
quarter deck, to be thrown overboard or put 
into the boats, as found necessary. Officers and 
men worked with almost superbuman strength. 

Late in the afternoon it became apparent to 
all that the ship was Goomed. Still they fought 
the flames. As the vessel was Ving bexd tothe 
wind, which was quite fresh, hawsers were made 
fast to the chains, the chains slipped, and the 
vessel wus brought round stern to the wind to 

yrevent, if possible. the fire from spretiding aft. 
The steam-pipe running frow the main boier to 
the main windlass was broken, two sections of 
hose were fitted to the pipe, and steam was 
forced into the hold. This seemed to stay the 
fire, but it was only momentary. The hose was 
meited by the intense heat. 

SAVING THE CREW. 

The smoke now beganto rush into the fire- 
room and coul-bunkers. Attention was now 
turned to saving the crew—not a very easy task, 
as the young ice would not support a man’s 
weight, and a boat could not be forced through 
it sufliciently far to clear the burning ship. 
Some of the men were taken from the force- 
pumps and ordered to get up provisions and 
clothing. Owing to the amount of carbonic acid 
gas that had been coliected below decks the men 
were unable to get at the stores. Dr. Castillo 
was kept busy resuscitating the men who fainted 
from over-exertion or were overcome by the 
smoke. 

The chains were buoyed by the upper topsail 
yards and the hbawsers cut. Lower topsails 
foresail, jib, and spanker were set to try and run 
the vessel on the beach, but the wind feil light, 
she lost steerageway, and the tide carried her 
between Lutke’s Island and the main land, 
where she ran aground about 500 feet from shore. 
A hawser was made fast to a kedge-anchor, 
and this was thrown over. The valve of the 
outboard delivery (which entered. the ship 
well down under the bilges) was opened, the 
joint between the vaive and the air-pump being 
broken, with the intention of sinking the ship 
and thus saving the provisions. ttempts were 
now made to run a line ashore, but the boat 
could not be forced thirty feet. A native skin 
boat (which had been brought from St. Michael's) 
was next tried, and, after hard work and a good 
deal of risk, two men succeeded in reaching the 
beach with a leadline. With this a large rope 
was hauled ashore and. made fast toa piece of 
driftwood. The ship’s boats were loaded with 
what things could be got together, the crews got 
in and began warping them ashore. This proved 
to be very hard work, as the ice was rapidly 
thickening. Men had to get on the gunwales 
and rock the boats from side to side, by this 
means loosening the ice and working them along 
afewinchesatatime. At last it became impossi- 
ble to move the two rear boats. They were wade 
fast to the warping line, which was then cut 
adrift from the ship, and the crews transferred 
to the Other boats. The two boats were hauled 
ashore aiter the men had landed. The warping 
line being cut, communication with the ship was 
not possible. The ship was deserted at a quar- 
ter to 12 o'clock p. m., and when the boats 
reached the shore it was 2 o'clock a.m. of Dec. 
1. The boats were two hours and a quarter in 
reaching the beach, a distance of but 500 feet. 
By this time the fire had enveloped the whole 
ship. Greatly to the disappointment of all, the 
hawser burned in two, and the tide and ice 
(which had broken up somewhat) swept the ship 
out of the harbor, destroying all ho of saving 
any other property from the wreck. For some 
reason (probably because the coal bad packed so 
closely that the water could not get forward) the 
ship had not filied while aground, although the 
outboard delivery was five inches in diameter. 
She afterwards drifted up the bay, and was last 
seen on the morning of the 2d of December still 


burning. 
ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 
It was first thought that the fire was caused 


| by the heat from the donkey boiler charring and 


firing the deck underneath it, as it was in that 
vicinity the tire was first observed; but that 
theory was entirely exploded by the fact that in 
a short time after the fre was discovered there 
was a toot of water on that deck and the deck 
did not leak. Itis now thought that the. fire 
was caused solely by spontaneous combustion, 
In that part of the hold where the fire was dis- 
covered were stowed only ume juice, pemmican, 
beef, pork, rice, beans, sugar, molasses, pickles, 
vinegar, running gear, anda large bemp baw- 
ser, which was evidentiy burning when the 
alarm was given, as there wasa strong odor of 
smoke from tarred hemp. None of these

eral long months, an 
natives would prove friendly or bostile. It was 
a calm, still night—sucti a nigbt as fs seen d 
an Arctic winter ouly—the stars glistening 
the moon shining brightly on the frozen waters 
and the snow-clud bills, and the flames from the 
doomed ship giving a crimson tint to the atimo- 
sphere. The National, peunant was observed 
floating proudly from the main truck, above the 
flames, as the oe arifted up the bay. When 
the Rodgers went into winter qurters it was the 
intention of Lieut. Berry to build a small house 
on shore immediately, and transfer thither a 
large part of bis stores. Ihe weather contiaqued 
80 unfavorable, however, that he bad been un- 
able to land material, otherwise there would 
bave been an ample supped of provisions on the 
beach. Ten days before the fire Mr, Hunt 
started with a team of nine dogs up 
the coast with the intention of visit- 
ing the officers at the Wood House on Vor- 
win Island, which was about 150 miles distant, 
but owing to the severe storms he 
compelled to turn back, arriving 

St. Lawrence Bay two days betore 
the tire. The nent day Hunt went 
aboard the ship, leaving his team on the beach, 
and these were the only dogs saved. some bav- 
ing died and sume lost with the ship. 
Their condition would not have been quite 80 
deplorable if plenty of dogs bad been saved. 
During the first night on shure they tried to 
get the rest and sleep so much needed, but the 
temperature was so ow that occasionally they 
were obliged to get up and run to keep up the 
circulation. At firstit was undecided whether 
to try and reach St. Michael's in the boats, go to 
the Wood House, or remain with the natives at 
North Head. On consideration it was seen that 
the journey to St. Michael's was impossible. for 
the distance is nearly 400 miles, and the ice 
would render their boats useless. The Wood 
House was also out of the question, because 
provisions for only six men had been left there, 
and thirty extra men would soon consume them 
and leave all in a worse predicament. Besides, 
they had no way of cdnveyance and would have 
to walk the distance—about 150 miles—a very 
fatiguing journey when the snow is several feet 
deep. They did not kgow whether or not the 
natives would prove friendly, having had but 
little communication with them since their ar- 
rivalin the bay. 

LIFE AMONG THE NATIVES. 

It was decided to cast their lot with the 
natives, and next morning the bouts were 
lu unched (the ice paving blown a sbort distance 
from shore during the night) and headed fur the 
village at North Head. The ice soon closed in, 
compelling Lieutenant Berry to baul the boats 
up on the beach; and a camp was formed with 
upturned boats, sails, and tents, and all made 
themselves as comfortabie as possible during a 
snowstorm which bad set in. Half a pound of 
pemmican each and some bread was served out 
tor the day’s fare. Some natives Came to the 
camp in sledges and invited the shipwrecked 
people to their village. The offerwas gratefully 
accepted, and when the storm abated each crew 
(the ship's company was divided into boats’ 
crews, witb an officer in charge of each) made its 
way as best it could to the village, about seven 
mites distant, where they arrived after 4 hard 
day's tramp through snow from two to tiree 
feet deep. One boat's crew was left in charge 
of the provisions and boats at the camp. This 
trip was the most fatiguing of any attempted 
dnring the winter, the men being insufficiently 
clothed and rendered unfit for travel by their 
recent exertions ai the fire. 

When the village was reached, the crew was 
divided, two men being assigned to each house 
or hut, and bere they got their tirst introduction 
to walrus and blubber. In four or five days the 
storm ceased, and a party was sent down for the 
bouts and provisions. The ice bad been broken 
up and driven off shore so that the boats were 
launched and stowed, and sailed around to North 
Head. It was intensely cold, making the trip 
anything but agreeable. The boats were hauled 
up for the winter. The first thing was to trade. 
Lieut. Berry at once began to trade with the 
natives for clothing, and be soon had the men 
comfortably clad. The provisions saved from 
the ship were kept in reserve, every one being 
compelled to live on the native food. in three 
days the supply of meat in the village began to 

un short, and it beeame evident to Lieut, Berry 

t his crew would have to be divided. Natives 
from other villages had kindly invited some to 
come and spend the winter with them, so the 
crew was divided into three parties. Mr. Zane 
was placed in charge of one perty. and went to 
r. Hunt, with his 
purty, took up his abode in a settlement a short 
distance up the bay; Mr. Waring and Mr. Stoney 
remained with the rest at North Head. 
POOR PUTNAM LEARNS THE NEWS. 

As soon as the party left on Corwin Isiand bad 
become established Mr. Putnam set up a tide- 
gage and took a series of observations to detinit- 
ly determine the ‘posinon of the isiand, which 
was found to be in longitude 172 degrees bs, min- 
utes east, and latitude 67 degrees 4 minutes west. 
He was on his way down the coast with the in- 
tention of visiting the ship to report progress 
When de beard at Iichuah, twenty-five miles 
west of East Cape, of the burning of the ship. 
He immediately started back for the Wood 
House, bired four natives and all the teams he 
could, loaded the sieds with provisions, and 
started for St. Lawrence Bay. On all the sleds 
were stowed five boxes of bread, about 1,000 
pounds of pemmican, and a few small stores. In 
the meantime Lieut. Berrw turned over the com- 
mand of everything at the bay to Master Waring, 
and in company with one native bad started for 
the Wood House, taking the one surviving team 
of dogs. At Inchuan he met Mr. Putnam and

r. Hunt and Mr. Zane back with bim. Early in 
January Mr. Putnam and his three natives ar- 
rived at their destination. He remained several 
days after delivering the provisions to aliow his 
dogs to recuperate,| 

THE FATAL RETURN JOURNEY. 


Op Jan. 10, the weather being fine, they left 
the North Head for the Wood House, Mr. Put- 
nam driving bis own team and Mr. Hunt riding 
on the sied witn him, Dr. Castillo riding with Ehr 
Ehren—thbe principal native of the party—and 
Mr. Zane riding with another native. Dr. Cas- 
tino was going up for the trip only, and had 
made arrangements with a native at St. Law- 
rence Bay to bring him back. They bad not 
proceeded far when Putnam's sied broke down, 
and, although repaired by his men, Hunt was 
obliged to ride with the third uative. itis hard 
to say whetner this little accident caused the 
loss of Putnam or the safety of Hunt. Toward 
noon the sky became overcast. A wind sprang 
up from the northward and soon increased to a 
terrific gaie, fillimg the air so thickly with snow 
that it became impossible to see the route, and 
consequently the natives lost their way. They 
kept on, bowever, making the dogs face the 
gale until 6 p. m, when the natives deemed it 
expedient to camp where they were for the 
nigbt. It was absolutely necessary to come to 
a halt, because it would have been death to the 
dogs to compel them to face the gale longer. 


The air was so thick with the drifting snow that 


the lead dogs could not be seen by the drivers. 
This was a night oft most intense suffering, some- 
times sitting on tue sleds to try to get a little 
sleep. and then compelled to move about to get 
warm, The thermometer registered 30 deg. 
Fahrenheit, and they were obliged to remain in 
this tem perature, without even protection from 
the winds, from 6 o'clock in the evenmg until 8 
next morning. Ia the morning it moderated a 
littie and they devided to return to St. Lawrence 
Bay and wait until the weather became more 
suitabie for traveling. The storm increased id 
violence all the time, but as the wind was now 
behind they had no trouble and the bay was 
reached in safety. There being no dog food 
at North Head, it : 
o to the south side. The bay was crossed, 
arriving on the southern shore about one 
anda half milesfrom the Village of Nutapin- 
win, their destination. All the heavy gales dur- 
ing this season of the year were from the north- 
ward and westward. Just before getting to the 
Village it was necessary to make a sharp turn to 
the ey oy and go in the teeth of the gale for 
about 200 yards. The order in which the sieds 
were proceeding was Castillo and Ehr Ehren, 
Putnam, Zane, and Nortung, and Hunt, and a 
native, who were some distance behind. Pro- 
ceeded along well until they made the turn to 
face the gaie, when Putnam, not having the 
ability to control dogs so well as the natives (it is 
difficult to force the dogs to go to windward in a 
severe storm), or probably not knowing of the 
abrupt deviation from his course, as be could 
not see the other sleds turn, probably kept 
straight on. Zane, being familiar with the lo- 
cality, recognized some landmarks when near 
the village, but Putoam could not nize the 
marks, as this was his first visit to the place. 
LAST WORDS OF PUTNAM, 

About this time Zane overtook Putnam, and 
when their sieds were abreasi remarked: “ Weil, 
Put, it seems that we are all richt after all.“ 
Putnam answered: “I hope so.” They were the

Late in the afternoon of the following day 
word was received that Putnam bad been seen 
from a viliage six miles south of South Head oa 
the ice eight miles from shore and that the 
natives were making preparations to rescue 
him. Warmg pushed on to the village, reaching 
it that night through a heavy wind and snow 
storm, blowing hard off shore. It was here as- 
certained that on preceding day an attempt 
bad been made, by four men of ers’ 
erew assisted by two natives, to rescue Putnam, 
but after proceeding nearly three miles they 
were forced to return, the baving been 
cut through so many places that the 
barely able to keep ber alloat , 
shore was reached. Another severe of- 
shore storm was now raging, the un- 
fortunate man was lost sight of. The natives 
were contident that the ice-floe would be driven 
inside of a point some distance down the coast, 
and preparations were immediately made to 
down to the point as soon as the weather wouid 
permit.. Now there was trouble in procuring 
dogs to travel, because the natives at both 
North and South Head were afraid; on account 
of some previous difficulty with the natives at 
Indian Poiat, to go down the coast or to allow 
their dogs to go, saying they would be killed. 
At last, however, a team was sera up from 
four villages, rasging over a space of thirty or. 
forty miles. It was the Ita before another 
start could be made, it opened stormy, but soon 
moderated, and the search continued with one 
native and a team of eight dogs. coast was

iles, but no news was heard: the off-shore 
wind had driven the heavy ice to sea.

WATCHING FOR THE ICE-FLOE. 

Natives were now dispatched along the coast 
offering great rewards for the rescue of Putnam, 
or tor bis body if he were dead. Another heavy 
gale set in. making traveling impossible. On 
the 22d a soutbeast gale brought the ice in shore 
aguin, but it was found that the sea had crushed 
it up into smail pieces, no heavy tloes being any- 
where in sight. Men from down the coast 


‘brought no news. The case appeared almost 


hopeiess now, as all of the must have 
broken up during the five days’ gale. The ice 
was vot more thun fiveorsix feet thick, and bad 
much siush and snow on it, and could not i- 
biy bave withstood so continuous a storm.

Whether the dogs really came ashore witbout 
harvess, or whether the natives, fearing the dogs 
would be claimed and taken from them, told 
this story to make Waring think they did not be- 
long to Putnaw, is not known; but the dogs were 
positively recognized as belonging to the team 
Putnam drove on that fatal day. Rumors of 
Putnam's baving been seen were constantly 
coming in, and, after be weather-bound for 
three days, Waring on the of February start- 
ed down the coast) to verify them. He kept 
steadily on, searching. the whole coast minutely 
from South Head to Plover Bay. He communi- 
cated with several natives who spoke good En- 
giish, and they were satisfied that Putnam had 
never come near the shore. 

THE RETURN OF THE DOGS. 

At Engwort (sixty miles from South Head) an- 
other dug, with a pistol shot wound in his neck, 
came on shore ten days viously and was 
recognized as belonging to Putnam’s team, This 
dog—as, indeed all were—was ve thin and 
emaciated, covered witn ice, and had every ap- 
pearance of having been long in the water. He 
had probably shot this dog, intending to use it 
for food, but he had succeeded in escaping. In 
all six dogs, out of his team of nine, came 
ashore. At Marcus Bay and Plover Bay letters 
were left for the whalers, informing them of the 
condition of the wrecked crew and urging them 
to husten to their assistance. Mr. Warien wee 
more than a month on this trip, getting back on 
the 18th of February, and did not return until 
he was fully satisned that there was no hopes of 
his safety. 

Under Mr. Stoney’s supervision a thorough 
search of the coast was made to the northward 
as far as East Cape, but to no purpose. Most of 
the gales had been from the nortnwest and the 
ice could not have drifted up there though there 
is quite astrong current getting to the north- 
ward through Behring Strait, 

It is known that Putnam was not dead the 
third day after being lost, and how much longer 
he survived can only be conjectured. All this 
time the temperature was from 20 to 40 degrees 
below zero, and he had no protection from the 
peeretng winds. True, he was very warmly clad. 

e probably killed one or more of his dogs for 
food; he surely did not die of starvation. The 
floe that he was on doubtless broke into frag- 
ments during one of the es, and he was 
drowned, It wouid not seem so awful if he bad 
perished in a shorter time, at least it would be 
some consolation to know that bis sufferings 
were not 80 2 Some 8 e of there 
being a possibility of his having drifted dowa to 
St. Lawrence Isiand and thus saved, but we 
spoke some natives from the island while on our 
way down in the Corwin, and they knew nothing 
of the accident. Thus the last hopes of his ship- 
mates were destroyed. The natives gave all the 
assistance in their }
